A DEADLY OCCUPATION. 


Brivgirg Out Borax From the Rifts in 
Death Valiey. 


aac 

The deacliest occupation for men or 
horses is teaming in the borax fields of 
Death valley of the great American de 
cert. There the longest teanis in the 
cracked surfa e of the earthis not equal- 
ed elsewhere in the world. Where the 
thermometer often registers 140 degrees 
of heat, unrelisved by even a breath of 
air; where men sieep at night in hollow 
ditches filled with water in orderto avoid 
dying from collapse, the necessity for the 
longest teams of mules and horses ever 
harnes:ed to draw the great borax-laden 
wagons i3 apparent. 

[he dazert team ig the longest in the 
world, and the percentage of deaths 
among the horses is greater than that of 
domestic animals used in any other call- 
ing. Forty to &ftvy borses are often 
hitched to one of the lumbering vehicles 
in which the borax is siowly dragged 
across ‘he cun-baked alkali plains. The 
average life of even the siurdiest horses 
used in this work is six months, for in| 
this length of time they either become 
proken winded, consumptive from in- 
naling the deadly dust of the desert or 
are driven crazy by the frightful heat. 

A maa there, though protected by the 
wagon’s aWeiogs from the eun’a rays, 
cannot goan hour wit out water without 
danger of death, Whena team breaks 
“own and the water supply becomes de- 
pleted, the men ride on at top speed for 
the nearest source of eupply, and cften 
when they return they find that the re- 
maiging horses, made mad by thirst, 
have broken from the harness and dashed 
ctl only to find death in the desert. 

The borax wagons Weigh 8,000 pounds 
and carry 200,000 pounds ata load. Be- 
hind each wagon is a tank containing 
hundreds of gallons of water. The 
norees are harnessed in pairs, the trained 
ones in the lead, and the next in intelli- 
gence just ahead of the tongue, while the 
unruly and vyoungete rs are hitched be- 
tween. The nigh leader has a bridle 
with the strap from the !eft jaw shorter 
than the other, and from the bridle rune 
& braided rope wrich the driver, perched 
onthe wagon seat,- holds in his right 
hand. 

The rope is cailed the “jerk !ine,”’ and 
ig a little longer than the team, which 
stretches ont several hundred feet in front 
of thewegon. During the busy season 
the borax wagons make an almost cor- 
tinuous train, and the horses alone, if 
placed in single file would ma-.e e team 
more than 100 milee long. 

Besides a little food and water the poor 
animals get nocare. They curry them- 
selves by rolling in the burning eand. 
After a few morthe of the killing labor 
the poor creatures become unfit for eer- 
vice. A kindly rifie bali then ends their 
agony, and their emaciated carcagees are 
left alongside the trail to furnish scant 
picking for the hovering vuiture.

Germans Don’t Want U. 8. Beef. 
According to wnoflicial, though trnst-

iby a new regulation which practically 
snate out American canned beeffrom the 
German markets.

spected. As compliance with this re- 
quirement means the openirg of the cans 
containing the meat, tue order is a prac- 
tical prohibition, The agricultural de- 
partment has no information of any in- 
vestigation on the part of the German 
government, as to the presence of tuber 
‘aiosis in American cat le, but Mr. sal 
ion, chiet of the bareau of enimal in- 
lustry, says that if such an investigacion 
should be set on foot it might mean that 
Germany wa? eomewhat more disposed 
lthan she Las ocen to consider the pro- 
tests of this government against her 
treatment of our beef product.

Hc Finds His Way Alone Along ths Roada 
of California. 

Gilbert Watkinsis the came ofa blind 
man who lives on Brush street, near 
Tevlor. Although he isso blind and ean- 
not tell day from night, even though he 
looks directly at the sun, it does not in- 
terfere with hisability to traye!. In fact, 
Watkins does more travel ng then mest 
other people exceptdrimmers. And, 
farthermore, he does tbe moat of it with- 
out anv one to ffuide him. 

Watkins, when he is inthe city, can 
be ceen standing on the cornera of some 
of the down-town s'reets, where he se’}a 
notions and other small articles in order 
to gain 2 livelihood, but he does not stay 
long ata time, because he likes to visit 
diferent places and meet different people. 
He alwavs attends the different celebra- 
tions and fiestas, where he saye he 1s sure 
to enjoy himeelf. 

When Watkins wanis to go to any 
place the firat time he gets some one ty 
guide him if possible, but after that he 
can go elone at anv time he wiehes. He 
has been over nearly ali the roadsin Cal- 
ifornia, and only afew months ago he 
walked from San Francisco to Los An- 
gelos by himself. He eays he is always 
we'ltreat-d and finds people only tvo 
willing to teli him what is going on. 

According to Watkin’ story he is able 
to do these remarkab|2things eclely by 
his memory, and saya that he can be 
taken anywhere and made to turn as 
many corners ae deaired, aud that he cin 
find his way back without assistance, 
Inthis respect he seems to have the same 
faculty a cat 1 said to have and exercise 
it in the same way. 

When the t|ind man desires to go toa 
certain place he has never been taken be- 
fore, he is led to it, and as he goes along 
he takes mente! note ofall the objects he 
passes. Here is a rough crossing, here 
some asphaltum pavement, here 1s a dirt 
road with some stones in it; here some 
water, etc. When he wants toretnrn he 
takes them in reverse order and has n9 
trouc la. 

“The reason I can do this,” he save, 
“ia because I don’t see a lot of things 
that distract him. You could do the 
same thing easy enough. Maybe in a 
mile I would only have to remember a 
few objects. It is just the same as if a 
man who could see was taken throngha 
dark alley, put every once in awhile was 
given a glimpse of his surroundings by 
alight being turned on, He could re- 
member what he saw withootany troubie 
put if he saw athousand other things he 
could got. I kno» jast how many eteps 
itis from the corner to where I live, and 
can walk to the place without using 
my cine. Of course, 1 am heiped a great 
deal by the people I pass, because they 
know I am blind and always make room 
for me.’—San Francieco Call. 

A PERILOUS TRIP. 
Mr. A. P. Low Returns to Otttawa 
Exploring Unkeown Regions, 

A few days since a letter waa received 
at the veological snrvey department from 
Vir. A. P. Low, of the survey etaif, who 
left Ottawa in May for an exploring trip 
thrcugh northeastern Lebrador. This 
was dated Jnne 2ad, at (reat 
Woale river, on the shores of Hudson’s 
jay. Almost simultaneousiy with the 
arrival of the letter Mr. Low himself has 
reached Ottawa. With him are two In- 
dians whom he engaged at Mattawa and 
who hed sharei with him the perils ofa 
journey of over 3.000 miles. Leav ng 
Mattawa Mr. Low struck north from the 
bead of Lake Temiscamingue over the 
height of land to Hudson’s Bay, thence 
skirting the coast of the bay, east and 
north for 400 miles, the party struck east- 
ward through a clear water lake to the 
height of land, where they found the 
north branch ofthe Ungava river. Thence 
they journeyed down the river to Un- 
gava on Hudson Straite, which they 
reached on the lst of September. Here, 
on the 15th, they were enabled to take 
the Hudecn’s Bay company’s steamer 
which conveyed them to Rigolet, on 
Newfoundland Labrador. There they 
found a sailing echooner which was com- 
ing to Bic, Lower S'. Lawrence. and with 
favorable windsthey mada a journey of 
1.000 milesin five days. From Bic the 
homerun wag made with far less bard. 
ehip and discomfort than the earlier part 
of tne journey. Mr. Low states that the 
‘ountry threngh which he passed con- 
tains very little t'mber, indeed the conn- 
try througl.ovt i3 barren, iron wes

Telephere Used tn Teachirg Mates, 

The medica! officer of one of the lead- 
ing deaf and dam) institutes in England 
enys that he has obtained material eid 
from the seeming improbable seurce of a 
loud-speaking telephone in the treat- 
ment of hia patients. Ia the education 
of those deaf mutes who possess a frag- 
mentof lLearing power the telephone 
many importont advantages 
over the speaking tube usaally employed. 
First and foremost, the wires from sev- 
eral receivers can be coupled up to one 
transmitter, and thus a teacher can in- 
struct agroup of children at the same 
time; and secondly, it is not necessary 
for the teacher to apply his mouth close 
to the transmitter, so that papils have @ 
fali view of the facial expression and lip 
movement, which is not possible wheo 
one bas to direct his voice to the mouth- 
piece of a speaking tabe or trumpet. Tne 
patient while seeing the movement of 
the lips, has the sound conveyel cloce to 
his ear drum, obviously a most advan- 
tageous combination.

NOT A WILOERNESS., 


A Large Section of the Northern Country 
Similar te Manitoba. 


Mr. Tsrell, of the Dominion Geologica! 
Survey department is returning ‘rom his 
usus] summer explorations, this being 
the fourteenth successive season that he 
has spent far from civilization. He lett 
Se! cirk on the 24th of June, per steamer 
City of Se!kirk for Grand Rapids. Tak- 
ing canoes there, he with two Indian 
guides proceeded to Nerway house. This 
country is of course a'| well known to 
Mr. Tyrell, having been explored by 
him several years ago. From Norway 
house they descended the Neleon rivera 
hundred miles or so to the Pine River, 
a emal' tributary of the Nelson which 
they ascended a considerable distinca to 
the Wolf River. All this territory has 
practically never before been entered by 
white men, being out of the general route 
of trave!, and offering no inducements to 
travellers. Reaching the Nelson, they 
again descended it for abont seventy tive 
miles, unti! the Burntwood river was 
reached. This they descended to a re- 
mote H. B.C. post, and thence down the 
Grassey river to the Sturgeon, which 
trought them to the Saskatchewan at 
Cumberland honse. Ten days ago they 
reached Prinee Albert and the long j>ur- 
bey by cance came to an end. 

fhronghout the tripit was necessary 
tc inake the geological survey complete 
that a geographical survey be also made 
eothat Mr. Tyrell has an accurate de- 
seription df the country traversed in both 
of thesa particulars, 

“This‘large section of the country is 
nota wilderness of rocks such #3 lies to 
the east of Winnipeg and hag been de- 
cr.bed by many of the men who have 
pretended to havea knowledge of the re- 
gion. I went out to explore the rockv, 
useless country. ag one explorer had de- 
scribed it, “ntterly without soil,” and 
found a weil wooded country, interspers 
ed with stretches of prairie; a soil of ricu 
clay loam, with clay eub-soil. Great 
etretches that were a few years ago 
heavily timbered wita spruce have felt 
the deadly effects of fire and are now a 
blackened stubble of dead trees. 

There are large areaa of rich, cultivat 
ae lands west of the Nelson and though 
wheat is not grown, simply because it 
would be of no value, al! varieties of veg- 
:tables are produced in the gardens of 
the H. B.Co. posts and prove hardy. 
Large stretches of prairie aiso ocenr, and 
I have stood on the banks of the Barnt- 
wocd river and gazed om jist such rich 
stretches as might have beea seen either 
onthe Saskatchewan cr Assinihoine— 
land that will be good for agricuitural 
purposes and exerilent for etock-raising 
sometime, though now it is practicelly 
inaccessable.” 

“Geological! y speaking the country is 
a bed of Huronian and Laurentian rock, 
overlaid with a sub-soil of clay from ten 
to fifteen feet in depth. with a clay loam 
eoil of three or four feet onthe surface. 
Tne Huroszian rock is the great mineral 
bearing beli in which the Leake of tie 
W ooda is situated, and hence there ie a 
possibility of the discovery of the pre- 
cioua metals wherever it outcrops. Fur- 
ther to the south the Haronian is replac- 
ed by the limestone, which reaches the 
Saskatchewan. Thia is the same, of 
course, ag underlies Manitoba,”
